Dog Policy 

The following policy has been 
recommended to become effective 
July 1, 1971, and has been ap- 
proved by the President of the 
College 

In order to permit dog owners 
to enjoy their pets and at the same 
time reduce hazards and nuisances 
created by dogs on the CSUS cam- 
pus. the following policies relating 
to dogs will become etfective July 
1. 1971: 

|. Dogs may not be on campus 
except when they are: 

a. secured to a leash or chain 
approximately six (6) feet in
